This  adivc  and  unexpeifted  movement, 
with  its  fpirited  confeqiiences,  imme¬ 
diately  recalled  Lord  Cornwallis  from  the 
Delaware,  who  was,  ni>t,  without  reafon, 
alarmed  for  the  fafety  of  the  troops  and 
niagazinea  at  Brunfwick.  The  Ameri¬ 
cans,  (till  avoiding  a  general  at^lion,  and 
latished  with  their  prefent  advantages, 
croffed  the  Millftonc  river  without  any 
f  irther  attempt.  In  a  few  days,  how¬ 
ever,  they  over-run  £a(l  jerfey,  as  well 
as  the  Welt,  fpreading  themfclves  over 
the  Raritou,  even  into  Effex  county, 
where,  by  feizing  Newark,^  Elifabcth- 
town,  and  V/oodbridge,  they  became 
malldrs  of  the  coaft  oppofitc  to  Staten 
Idand.  Their  principal  pofts  w'crc  taken 
and  llrengthcncd  with  fo  much  judgment, 
that  it  was  not  practicable  to  diflodgc 
them.  The  roval  army  retained  .only 
the  two  polls  of  Brunfwick  and  Amboy, 
the  one  litnated  a  few  miles  up  the  Rari- 
ton,  the  other  on  a  point  of  land  at  its 
mouth,  and  both  holding  an  open  com¬ 
munication  with  New  York  by  fea. 

Thus,  by  a  few  well  concerted  and 
fpirited  aCli(jn«,  was  Philadelphia  faved, 
Pcnnfylvania  freed  from  danger,  the  jer- 
feys  nearly  recovered,  and  a  victorious 
and  far  fuperior  army  redticed  to  aC^ 
upon  the  defenfive,  and,  for  fcvcral 
'  months  reftrained  within  very  narrow 
and  inconvenient  limits.  Thefc  aCtions, 
and  the  fuddcii  recovery  from  the  low  eft 
(late  of  weaknefs  and  diftrcis,  to  become 
a  formidable  enemy  in  the  field,  raifed  the 
character  of  Gen.  Wafhington,  as  a  com¬ 
mander,  very  high  both  in  Europe  and 
America  ;  and,  with  his  preceding  and 
fuhfequei»t  conduct,  ferve  altogether  to 
give  a  fanCt'on  to  that  appellation,  wdiich 
is  no’v  pretty  generally  applied  to  hun, 
or  the  .'Imeiicau  Fabius. 

Nor  was  this  change  of  afia'rs  to  be 
attributed  to  any  error  in  the  Britilh  ge¬ 
net  aU,  or  rank  in  the  troops  which  they 
Commanded;  but  dtq>ended entirely  upon 
the  luppv  application  of  a  number

Among  the  principal.of, thefc  may  be 
confidered  the  vaft  extent., of  that  contir 
nent,  with  its  unufual  diftribution  into 
great  traCls  of  cultivated  apd  favage  terri¬ 
tory  ;  the  long  exient  of  fea  coaft  in  front, 
and  the  boundlcfs  waftci  at  the  back  of 
the  inhabited  couiitrie.4,  afft)rding  re- 
fource  or  ilicitcr  in  all  circumftanccs;  the 
rumberlefs  iiucceftible  pods,  and  ftrong 
natural  barrieis,  formed  by  the  various 
combinations  of  woods,  mountains,  ri¬ 
vers,  lakes,  and  mardns.  .All  thefe  pro¬ 
perties  and  circumftanccs  with  others 
a'ppertaining  to  the  climates  and  fcafoni, 
may  be  laid  to  fight  the  battles  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  fuch  countries  io  a  defenfive 
w'ar.  To  tlicfe  may  be  added  others  lets 
local.  I'he  uuexpcded  union,  and  pu- 
knowm  ftrength  ot  the  colonics;^  the  ju¬ 
dicious  application  of  that 'ftrength,  by 
fuiting  the  defence  to  tlie  natuye,  genius, 
and  ability  of  the  people,  as  well  as  to 
the  natural  advantages  of  the  country, 
thereby  rendering  it  a  war  of  pofla,  fur- 
prizes,  and  ikirmithes,  iidtead  of  a  war  of 
battles.  'I'o  all  tHcfc  may  be  added,  tlie 
people’s  not  being  bridled  by  itrong  ci¬ 
ties,  nor  fettered  by  luxury  to  thofc 
which  were  otherwife ;  fo  that  the  re- 
du^ion  of  a  capital  had  no  effe<ft  upon 
the  reft  of  the  province,  and  the  army 
could  retain  no  more  territory  than  what 
it  occupied,  which  was  again  loft  as  foon 
'as  it  departed  to  another  quarter. 

UHi  ing  the  remaining  winter,  and  the 
whole  of  the  fpring,  the  army  under 
L.*rd  Cornwallis  continued  much  ftrait- 
eiied  at  Brunfwick  and  Amboy,  the  troops 
undergoing,  with  the  greateft  perfcvc- 
rance  and  lefolution,  the  hatdOiipsrfa 
moft  fevere  and  unremitting  duty,  whilit 
their  ranks  were  thinned  by  a  continued 
feiies  of  Ikirmifiies,  which  were  produc* 
tive  of  no  real  advantage  on  either  iidc, 
other  than  that  of  inuring  the  Americans 
to  military  fervice.  In  a  word,  avery 
load  of  forage  which  was  procured,  and 
every  article  of  provifion,  which  did  not 
come  from  New  York,  was  Ibught  or 
purchafed  at  the  price  of  blood. 

The  conlequcnces  of  the*  late  mUitary

As  foon  ns  fortune  turned,  and  the  means 
were  in  their  power,  the  fiift'ercrs  of  all 
parties,  the  well  difpoled  to  the  royal 
caufe.  as  well  as  the  neutrals  and  waver¬ 
ing,  now  rc.le  as  a  man  to  revenge  their

Cir¬ 
cular  letters  to  the  fame  import  were  font 
by  Mr  J^tnart,  the  principal  agent  for  In¬ 
dian  aflairs,  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  back 
fettlements;rt  qniringall  tlsc  well-afikT^acd, 
as  w'ell  as  ali  thofe,  who  were  willing  to 
prtferve  tlnmfeivcs  and  their  families 
from  tlie  inevitable  calamities  and  de¬ 
ll  riu'rn»n  of  an  Indian  war,  to  be  in  rea- 
t’inrfs  to  repair  to  the  royal  ftandard,  as 
focM  as  it  was  eret5fe<t  in  the  Cherokee 
country,  and  to  bring  with  them  their 
horfes,  cattle,  and  prcvifions,  for  all 
"'hich  they  were  promifed  payment, 
'i  hey  were  likt  wife  requited,  f<ir  their 
prrfrnt  freuritv,  and  future  diflindiion 
froni  tiir  King's  enemies,  tofubfcribc  im- 
mediitely  to  a  wrlltcii  paper,  declaratory 
of  theit  allegiance. 

'The  fcheme  was  u>  plaufiblc,  and  car¬ 
ried  fnch  a  pjobabillty  of  fuccefs,  that  it 
fermed  to  have  had  a  very  extenfive  ope¬ 
ration  upon  t  he  difpofition  of  the  Indi¬ 
ans,  and  ti>  have  prepared  them  in  a  great 
moafure  bm  a  general  confederacy  againft 
the  Cvdonifs.  Kven  the  fix  nations,  whp 
had  before  agreed  to  the  obfervance  of  a 
fltii^t  neutrality,  now  committed  fcveral 
fmall  atls  of  li(*nility,  which  were  after¬ 
wards  d’fowned  by  their  elders  and 
( liiefc.  The  Creek  Indians,  more  vio¬ 
lent,  began  the  fouthern  war  with  all 
tlieir  nfual  barbarity,  until  finding  that 
the  expCvlcd  fucr^'urs  did  not  arrive,  they, 
witli  a  lorefiglit  uncommon  among  In¬ 
dians,  Anpped  fnddinly  niorl,  and  ir- 
pentingof  what  they  had  dour-,  were,  in 
the  preknt  Hate  <if  .ifiaii  s,  c  ifdv  cvriih  d  ;

ans  were  fdent  and  palnve  fpe^lat<»r8  of 
llieir  calamities. 

Nor  was  this  Indian  war  more  fortu¬ 
nate  with  refpc»5t  to  its  effed  on  the  well- 
an'e^^ted  in  thofe  quarters,  who  are  rot 
only  faid,  to  a  man,  to  have  cxprcHed 
the  utmon;  avcrlion  to  the  authors,  and 
abhorrence  of  the  cruelty  of  that  mea- 
fnre,  but  that' Tome  of  the  chief  leaders  of 
the  tories  avowed  a  recantation  of  their 
former  principles,  merely  upon  that  ac- 
ct>nnt. 

It  was  in  the  midH  of  the  buftle  and 
danger  of  the  war,  and  when  the  f:alc  of 
Fortune  icemed  to  hang  heavily  againft 
them,  by  the  defeat  •n  Long  IHind,  and 
the  reduction  of  New  York,  at  a  time 
when  a  great  an(4  invincible  force  by  fca 
and  land  carried  dlfmay  and  conqiieft 
wherever  it  directed  its  coiirfe,^  that  all 
the  members  of  the  Congrefs  |^Oct.  4O 
venttired  to  Turn  that  remarkable  treaty 
of  perpetual  comna<5t  and  union  between 
the  thirteen  revolted  colonics,  which  lays 
down  at!  invariable  ryPtem  of  rules  or 
laws  for  their  government  in  all  public 
cafes  w'ith  rcfpevlt  to  each  oth'T  in  peace 
or  war,  and  is  alfo  cxttMuled  to  their 
commerce  wiilr  foreign  fiates.  'I'his 
piece,  v.'hich  maybe  cotdldtrtdas  a  meft 
dangerous  lupplemeni  to  the  declaration 
of  indcpemlency,  was  pnb’ilbed  under 
the  title  of  articles  of  confcde»atIon  and 
perpetual  union  between  the  thiitcen 
fpccifi-ul  fiates,  and  has  finee  received, 
AS  the  necrlh’ry  forms  would  permit,  the 
f.  psratc  ratiheatiou  of  each  colony. — 
S'kIi  was  ip  grner.al  the  Hate  of  atl.u’rs  in 
America  at  the  clof-  of  th'*  rear  1 776.

On  Learning.  [Vvd.  xlii.  P.  270.] 

];>UT,  of  all  the  dliferent  b^’anches  of 
)  /?/V-7re,  that  frtainly  is  of  the  great* 
rfl  advantage  to  rrank’nd  vodch  confiHs 
In  a  knowledge  of  human  nature.  Know 
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thyfelf,  faid  a  great  phllofopher,  whft 
was  a  gh>riouR  example  of  the  excellence 
of  the  i>reccpts  he  taught.  To  know 
one’s  iVlf,  to  acquire  an  ihiim.rtc  ac¬ 
quaintance  w'ith  the  Iccrct  fprings  and 
movements  of  the  human  heart ;  its  na¬ 
tural  bent  and  inclination  towards  evil; 
tite  vliJicnct  of  pafihm,  and  the  force  of 
prejudice  in  one’s  own  breafl :  to  endea¬ 
vour  to  corre»tl  thefe  vicious  propenfities 
bv  the  didlates  of  reafon  ami  precepts  of 
plulofophy,  is  furdy  the  noblcft  tafle  in 
whicdi  a  rational  cieaturc  c.an  be  enga¬ 
ged  ;  and  to  accjuire  .1  conqucll  over  thefe 
is  iufiuiteiy  more  impoitint  tlian  any 
other  acquifition  he  could  make  ,  F.ve- 
ry  other  fpecies  of  learning  inufi  be  con- 
fidered  as  iifelefs  and  inimateilal  when 
frt  in  C(>mpetition  with  this.  Of  what 
fervice  can  it  he  to  a  man  to  be  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  tranfacflions  of  former 
ages,  to  have  the  moH:  perfev^l  knowledge 
of  the  works  of  natuie,  and  ti»e  caufed 
of  its  various  operations,  if  he  is  igiui- 
rant  of  the  opcratif»ns  of  his  own  heait, 
and  neglecfls  to  w'at<*h  over  and  f.dxiuc 
that  peculiar  vice  or  weaknefs  to  which 
he  feels  himfelf  rnoft  fubjei^ed.  •  Ti»i« 
ought  to  be  the  principal  pnrpofe  to 
which  all  learning  fhould  be  applietl.  It 
i.s  this  alone  that  renders  man  nfeful  t(» 
his  fellow-creatures,  and  exalts  him  to 
his  proper  dignity.  It  is  this  that  reilorci 
the  image  of  thn  diviniry,  'imprelt  on 
every  humrin  mind,  btit  wiiich  is  fo  often 
obfciircd  by  ignorance  and  pifli  ni. 

The  mind,  thus  freed  from  the  power 
of  fordid  pafTions,  c.in  nriw  look  abroad 
for  the  knowledge  of  external  objects ; 
and  as  its  enquiries  are  dircf.ted  by  re.a- 
fon  a’oue,  its  views  become  mo-e  clear, 
and  its  fuccefs  more  certain  ;  colle^tinj 
all  lU  powers  within  itf.lf,  it  pierces  into 
the  inmofl  recelfc^  of  fciencc,  .an. I  opens 
up  to  its  obfervation  all  the  trea/’wes  of 
wildom.  *rrnth  being  it?  only  ’.im,  its 
every  ficnlty  is  exerted  in  the  p’.irfuit; 
and  faint  of  preiiulice,  it  ran  n  v-  exa¬

their  praife,  that  by  their  example  they 
cuconiaged  literature. 

About  the  time  of  the  revival  of  Icttcri 
in  Eurt)pe,  we  alfo  meet  with  many  per¬ 
fons  of  rank  eminent  for  erudition  ;  but 
li.ice  that  period,  iiiftarice^  of  this  nature 
arc  more  raie  and  unfrequeut.—— Mr 
Ilnme  accounts  for  this  alteration  of 
men's  fentiments  with  regard  to  Irarning 
in  the  following  manner:  “  As  every 
human  advantage  is  attended  with  incon- 
venienciea,  the  change  of  men's  ideas  in 
this  pai  lieular  may  be  afcrilu'd  to  the  in¬ 
vention  of  Printiu^  ;  which  has  rei'dered 
biU)ks  fo  common,  that  men  even  of  fleu- 
dcr  fortunes  can  have  accefs  to  theui." 

Whatever  arc  the  changes  of  rnen'a 
opinions  with  refpe^t  to  learning,  itlVlf  is 
ever  the  fame  and  fubjed  to  no  alteration; 
its  excellence  is  no-way  diminillieil,  €r 
its  cfiVifrs  rendered  lets  bencticial.  As  its 
aecjnliiiions  are  wholly  internal,  and  con- 
fiiici  to  the  mind,  they  miift  be  coiifide- 
red  aw  more  intimately  coniuded  with 
us,  and  moie  cncntially  our  owoi,  than 
any  other  accomplillimcnts  we  can  he 
p  uTrired  of  ;  and,  being  Ids  expefed  to 
external  accidents,  their  vigour  is  always 
unimpaired,  and  they  geue rally  accom¬ 
pany  UH,  without  any  material  decay,  to 
the  l  ilt  Itai'C  ot  exiftcnce. 

It  miy  be  klfo  ohferved,  that  the  re- 
putation,  which  learning  confers,  it.  infi¬ 
nitely  more  durable  and  extenlive  than 
that  of  any  other  profdfion  ;  not  even 
f  xcepting  eynr  itfelf.  The  name  of  Ba¬ 
con,  tor  mttarice,  ii  now  better  and  more 
uuiveifally  known  than  that  of  Parma, 
though  the  groateft  gcncril  of  his  age; 
.and  many  more  arc  acquainted  wiili  the 
wo'ks  ol  Addiion  than  with  the  military 
fcatb  of  the  Duke  of  Marlborough.  Tlie 
reafou  is  obvious:  Ciir.ofity  and  a  defire 
•  I  inlormation  will  ever  prompt  men  to 
look  into  tile  writings  of  the  one,  wdiile 
the  adiona  of  the  oilier  are  forgotten,  as 
foo.a  as  t.Kir  efledts  cciiTe  to  he  enjoyed, 
or  .irc  placcvl  beyond  the  apj)relienl:on  of 
h  h; lod.  Belides,  as  learning  re(]uires 
thy  exiiLit)!!  ot  tiie  iiKTital  powers  only 
In  i  s  acipdfition,  a  rreatir  digniiv  c.m- 
i.  opieiuly  mild  he  atmexc.l  to  it  liu’.a  to 
any  other  ncennation :  ir.lomuch  ihafc 
the  nuin  who  arrives  only  at  a  medio- 
ci'tyin  liieratiirc  dciVrves  to  be  prefer- 
icdtoihofe  who  have  attained  even  to 
excellence  in  any  common  or  iiru.nary 
p)roft  (fion  In  life. 

Carviinal  Kichlh*ii  was  fo  fentib’e  of 
ibi;  mp'.iicriiy,  anc  fo  dclivous  of  acqui- 
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ring  A  rcpnt^ition  for  learning,  that,  we 
arc  toKl,  he  otfereJ  Corneille,  the  f  imoiis 
author  of  the  C/W,  a  conliderablc  liim  to 
allow  him  to  p:ifi  for  the  author  of  that 
'rtlebraicd  piece  :  but  the  poet  preferring 
Jhii  reputation  to  money,  could  never 
f  t  5 be  prevailed  on  to  gratify  this  dclirc  of 
hk.  eminence. 

To  conclude:  Learning  f,  of  all  other 
bleflings,  ought  the  moft  to  be  held  in 
ellimation,  as  confcquences  the  moft  be¬ 
neficial  never  fail  to  attend  its  cultiva¬ 
tion.  By  this  a  man  is  enabled  to  curb 
and  reflrain  the  vicious  bent  of  his  dif- 
pofition  :  and  as  nature  has  bellowed  on 
every  one  fome  particular  talent  or  fa¬ 
culty,  which,  if  properly  cultivated  and 
improved,  will  always  turn  out  to  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  polfelibr ;  this  natural 
quality  then,  without  the  help  of  culti¬ 
vation,  mull  remain  totally  ufelefs  to  the 
individua',  and  unferviceable  to  fociety  ; 
like  gold, in  the  mine,  whofe  value  and 
excellence  are  unknown  and  difregarded, 
but  which  is  no  fooner  dug  out  and  po- 
lilhed  by  the  Ikill  of  the  artill,  than  its 
ufe  btcomes  univerf^lly  known,  and  its 
excellence  univerfally  admired.

'lIEODORE’s  father  was  one  of  the 
chief  of  the  Hrrgi^nots,  in  whofe 
principles  the  fon  was  carefully  inllruc- 
letl  ;  nor  was  hi'r  education  otherwife  in 
the  leaft  neglected,  though  he  had  a  mo¬ 
ther-in-law,  who  was  cruel  and  unjufl. 
At  four  years  of  age,  he  w\as  taug.ht  lan¬ 
guages  and  hiftory,  by  learned  and  auf- 
tere  preceptors;  at  eight  he  tranllatcd 
the  Crito  of  Plato ;  at  nine  he  Itudicd 

f  Rjf  learnings  in  this  EJfay^  I  mean,  not 
only  an  acqiuiintance  <with  the  [deuces  and 
polite  literature ;  but  that  kno^dedge  of 
human  nature,  the  only  ufeful  and  natural 
•ivifdcm,  by  which  a  man  learns  to  gonjern 
his  irrt'gular  paj/ions*  and  reduce  them  en^ 
tirely  under  the  fubjeflion  of  his  reafon.

under  Matthew  Beroalde  ;•  at  ten  he  wa# 
put  in  prifon  along  with  his  mafter,  r.c- 
cufed  of  herefy,  and  heard  this  terrible 
fentence  read,  “  Death,  or  the  nisL;** 
to  which  he  replied,  “  The  horror  of 
the  mafs  has  taken  away  all  fear  of 
death.*'  At  thirteen  he  lull  his  father, 
who  left  him  no  other  inheritance  but 
debts ;  at  fourteen  he  ftudied  mathe¬ 
matics  at  Geneva,  where  he  acquired  the 
friendlhip  of  'I'hcodorc  dc  Beza,  and 
continued  his  lludics  at  Lyons,  where, 
turned  out  of  his  lodgings  by  his  land¬ 
lady  bccanfe  he  could  not  pay  her, 
he  was,  in  the  frenzy  of  dcfpair,  upon 
the  point  of  throwing  liiinfcJf  into  the 
river  Saone. 

When  he  returned  to  Saiutonge,  Ijc 
quitted  lludy,  and  thought  of  nothing 
but  w’ar.  Being  imprifoned  by  his  truf- 
tec,  he  came  out  almofl  naked  ;  he  was 
cloathed  by  fume  ofilcer'^,  an<l  beneath 
the  note  he  gave  for  payment,  he  added 
ihefe.wordb :— **  Upon  condition  that  I 
never  exclaim  againll  war  for  (tripping 
me,  fince  it  is  imp^ilbble  to  leave  it  in  a~ 
worfe  w’ay  than  1  entered  it.** 

Full  of  courage  and  ardour,  animated 
by  poverty  itfclf,  he  fought  only  danger 
and  fame,  and  found  both  at  the  (lege  of 
pons,  and  at  the  encounter  at  Safeneul, 
at  t!>e  battle  of  Jarnac,  at  the  great  (kir- 
milh  of  la  Roche  Abeille,  ‘and  at  the 
fiege  of  Archiac. 

Catharine  de  Medicls  having  given  the 
protcllants  their  fill  of  fermons,  all  again 
was  quiet.  D'Aubigne  returned  to  Saint- 
ongc.  His  trnflee,  U»  enable  him  to  prove 
hia  right,  gave  him  a  leafe  of  his  eftate. 

.  Dcs  Lardcs,  an  olTiccr  belonging  to  the 
Duke  <>f  Longueville,  had  taken  pr>fl't(]ion 
of  all  tlie  orphan’s  lands.  D’Aubigne 
was  received  as  an  impodor  :  the  ofheer 
attempted  to  prove,  that  the  true  D*Au- 
b'gne  was  flain  at  the  battle  of  Savignac. 
His  Catholic  relations  pioidly  abandoned 
him  to  his  fate.  D’Aubigne  was  taken 
ill,  and  in  the  paroxifms  of  a  violent  fe¬ 
ver,  he  predit^icd  to  his  unjnd  family, 
that  they  w-ould  one  day  pay  homage  la 
his  defeendants. 

His  deward  knew  him  by  a  fear,  but 
treated  him  as  an  impodor,  bccaufc  he 
was  his  deward.  Difowned  by  his  rela- 
•tions,  deditute  of  money,  deprived  of 
all  afildance,  burning  with  an  intend*  ie- 
ver,  the  poor  fick  wretch  caufed  himfclf 
to  be  carried  to  Orleans,  where,  with 
.  ra^c  in  his  heart,  and  death  quivering  cn 
bis  Ups,  he  dragged  his  weak,  eciaciatcd

Natural  History  cf  the  Shark. 
From  Dr  Goldfmiih,  and  other  cmi' 
nent  li’rittrs, 

OF  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  deep, 
thofe  of  the  iliark  kind  arc  the  ficr- 
ceft  and  the  moft  dangerous  lo  man.  The

fmalleft  of  tiiis  tribe  is  not  lefs  dreaded  by 
greater  filh,  than  many  that  to  appearance 
Iccm  more  powerful ;  nor  do  any  of  them 
feem  fcarfulofattacking  animals  far  above 
their  lizc ;  but  the  great  white  Shark, 
wliich  is  the  largeil  of  the  kind,  itins  to 
the  moil  aiii.iziitg  lapidity,  the  ItrungcR 
appetites  formiichief;  as  he  approaches 
nearly  in  lize  to  the  whale,  he  far  furpaifes 
him  in  firength  and  celerity,  in  the  fi»rmi- 
daldc  arrangriuetit  of  bis  teeth,  and  hts 
iiif.iti^ble  licllt  e  of  plniuler. 

'Fhc  white  lhark  is  fomelimcs  found  from 
twenty  to  thirty  lect  long.  Someall'ciC 
that  they  have  feen  them  of  four  thoufaiul 
pound  weight;  and  we  are  told  particular¬ 
ly  of  one  tiiat  had  a  human  coi  pfc  in  his 
belly.  The  head  is  large  and  ibintwliat 
flatted  ;  the  fnoiit  long,  and  the  eyes 
large.  The  montli  is  eiiormoully  wii!e, 
as  is  the  throat,  .mil  capable  of  fwallow  ing 
a  man  with  gieat  cafe.  But  its  furnitme 
of  teeth  is  Hill  more  ten  ible :  ofiliefctheie 
are  \ik  row'.s,  extremely  hard,  lliai  p-point  - 
ed,  and  of  a  wedge- like  flgure.  It  is  af- 
feried  tliat  there  are  leventy-two  in  each 
jaw',  which  make  one  huralieti  and  fovty- 
tonr  in  the  whole  ;  yet  others  think  that 
th<ir  number  is  m. certain  ;  and  tliat,  in 
pn»portion  as  the  animal  grows  older, 
Ihcfe  teriilde  iidlrnmcnts  r>f  dcilru<!tiou 
arc  found  to  inereafe.  With  thefe  the 
jaws  both  above  and  below  appear  plant¬ 
ed  all  over;  but  the  animal  has  a  power 
of  erei^ting  cr  deprdling  them  at  plea- 
fure.  When  tlie  (hark  is  at  reft,  they 
lie  tjuitc  flat  in  his  month  ;  but,  when  he 
prepares  to  fei’/o  his  prey,  he  erects  all 
this  dreadful  apparatus,  by  the  help  of  a 
fet  of  mufcles  that  join  them  to  the  jaw  ; 
and  the  animal  he  feizes  dies  pieiced 
with  a  hundred  wounds  in  a  moment. 

Nor  is  this  flili  lefs  ten  ible  to  behold  as 
to  the  reft  of  his  form  :  Ids  (ins  are  larger 
in  pnvportion  ;  he  is  furniilied  with  enur- 
mtjus  eyes,  that  he  turns  with  cafe  on 
every  lide,  fo  as  to  fee  his  prey  behin.i 
him  as  well  as  before  ;  and  his  whole  ai- 
])cet  is  marked  with  a  charader  of  ma- 
iigidty  :  his  Ikin  alfo  is  rough,  hard,  and 
prickly,  being  that  fubttance  called  Iha- 
green. 

Ah  the  fliaik  is  thus  formidable  in  his 
appearance,  fo  is  he  alfo  dreadful  from 
his  courage  and  adivity.  No  fifti  can 
fwim  lb  fait  as  he ;  none  fo  conftantly  em¬ 
ployed  in  fwiinming,  he  oulftrips  the  fwif- 
teft  fliips,  plays  round  them,daitsoiit  be¬ 
fore  them,  returns,  feems  to  gaze  at  th- 
paftcngers,  and  ^11  the  whilt  docs  not  fcdm 
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to  exhibit  the  fm.illeft  fytY^ptomof  .in  cffoit 
to  proceet!.  tiuoh  atuazinir  powers,  with 
fuch  gre«it  appetite?  tor  tleili  iicliou,  would 
quicljly  unpeople  even  the  ocean,  but  pro¬ 
videntially  ilie  (hark*#  uppei  jaw  proie^ls 
fo  tar  abtavc  the  lower,  that  he  is  obliireJ 
lb  turn  on  onelide(not  on  his  back,  as  ia 
generally  bippofctl)  to  Icize  his  prey.  As 
this  takes  I'oinelniall  tiructo  pertorm,  the 
animal  purfned  I'eizes  that  opportunity  to 
make  its  cfcapc. 

SliH,  liowever,lhc  depredations  kc  com¬ 
mits  arc  frequent  and  formidable.  The 
lh.irk  is  thctlread  of  Ihilors  in  all  hot  cli¬ 
mates  ;  where,  like  a  greedy  robber,  he  at¬ 
tends  the  Ihips,  in  cxpei^t.rtion  of  what 
may  drojMivei -hoard.  A  n‘.u»,  who  un¬ 
fortunately  tails  into  the  Jca  it  fuch  a  time, 
is  I’urr  t«>  periili  without  mercy.  A  -'lilor 
th.it  vas  luihir.g  in  the  Mediterranean, 
near  Antibes,  in  the  yc.ir  1744,  while  he 
\v.i;i  Iwia.min.;  ahonl  tilly  yards  from  the 
fnip,  pcrccl'til  a  inonilrous  tilh  making 
towarvi'.  hi::-.,  and  fnrvcying  him  on  every 
fide,asn<'h  arc  often  feen  to  look  round  a 
Ttie  poor  min,  ftruck  with  terror 
at  its  Ajiproaeh,  cried  out  to  his  compa¬ 
nions  in  the  vciVel  to  take  kirn  on  board, 
'i'hey  accordinjily  t!uew  him  a  rope  with 
the  utinoft  expedition,  and  were  drawing 
him  up  by  the  fhip’slidc,  when  the  lhark 
d.irted  after  him  from  the  deep,  and 
fnaoped  i*!"  his  Icp. 

Mr  Pci.nant  tells  us,  tli.it  the  mailer  of 
a  (iumea*lhip,  finding  .1  ra^c  tor  filicide 
pievail  among  his  ll.ivts,  from  .1  notion 
the iinhnppy  creatures  hid, that. tfter death 
they  ihculd  be  rcllorcvl  agaia  to  their 
tamiliv  s,  triend-,  and  country ;  to  convince 
tlicin  at  Icatt  that  fome  difgracc  ihould 
attend  lliein  hcie,  he  imirediUely  ordered 
one  of  tnei.'  dc.i(.l  bodies  tube  tied. by  the 
l»cc!t.  :o  .1 1  ope,  fo  let  him  down  into  the 
lea  ;  and,  though  it  was  drawn  up  again 
with  great  fwiitnefs,  yet,  in  that  fliort 
Ipice,  a  fliark  had  bit  eft  all  but  the 
Ucl. — Whctherthisllory  is  prior  to  anac- 
cidrot  uf  it»c  fame  kind,  which  happened 
at  llcltatl,  in  Ireland,  about  tw’enly  years 
ago,  I  will  not  take  upon  me  to  deter- 
iTi’ne  ;  but  certain  it  is  there  arc  fome  cir 
riiiultanccs  alike  to  both,  though  more 
terrible  in  that  I  am  going  to  relate  :  A 
Guinc.i  Captain  w  as,  by  ftrefs  of  weather, 
diivcn  into  the  harbour  of  Uelfall,  with  a 
lading  of  \try  fickly  Haves,  who,  in  the 
manner  alvivc-mcntiuncd,  took  every  op- 
poitunity  to  throw  thendVIvesovcr-board 
when  l»n>ught  up  upon  deck,  as  is  ufual, 
for  the  ticucft:  of  the  frcih  air.  The  Cap¬ 
tain,  perceiving,  among  others,  a  woman 


nave  altcmpliHg  to  drown  herfcif,  pitched 
upon  her  as  a  proper  example  to  the  reft: 
as  he  fuppofed  th.it  they  did  not  know  the 
terrors  attciuliiig  death, he  ordered  the  wu-  . 
man  to  be  tied  with  a  rope  under  the  arm- 
pits,  and  fo  let  her  down  into  the  water. 
When  the  poor  creature  was  thus  plung¬ 
ed  in,  and  about  half  way  down,  flie  was 
heard  to  give  a  terrible  Ihrick,  which  at 
firft  was  aferibed  to  her  fears  of  drown¬ 
ing  ;  but  foon  after,  the  water  appearing 
red  ail  round  her,  (be  w^as  drawn  up,  and 
it  was  found  that  a  fliark,  which  had  fol¬ 
lowed  the  ihip,  had  bit  her  off  from  the 
middle. 

Such  is  the  frightful  rapacity  of  this 
animal ;  nothing  that  has  life  is  rcjc<5led. 
But  it  feems  to  have  a  peculiar  enmity  to 
man  ;  w'hcn  once  it  has  lafted  human 
Oclh,  it  never  delifls  from  haunting  thofe 
phices  where  it  cxpcdls  the  return  of  its 
prey.  It  is  even  afferted,  that  along  the 
coait?  of  Africa,  where  thefe  animals  arc 
found  in  great  abundance,  numbers  of  the 
negroes,  who  are  obliged  to  frequent  the 
waters,  are  feized  and  devoured  by  them 
every  year.  The  people  of  thefe  coafts 
are  firmly  of  opinion,  that  the  fhark  loves 
the  black  man  s  Helh  in  preference  to  the 
white  ;  and  that,  when  men  of  different 
colours  are  in  the  water  to^?ether,  it  al¬ 
ways  makes  choice  of  the  former. 

However  this  be,  men  of  all  colours  are 
cqu-illy  afraid  of  this  animal,  and  have 
contrived  difi'erent methods  to  defiroy  him. 
Jn  general,  they  derive  their  fuceefs  from 
the  lliark\  own  rapacity.  The  ufual  me- 
tluKlofour  failors  to  take  him  is  by  bait¬ 
ing  a  great  hook  with  a  piece  of  beef  or 
pork,  which  istlirown  out  into  the  feaby 
a  flrong  cord,  flrcngthencd  near  the  hook 
with  an  iron  chain.  Without  this  pre¬ 
caution,  the  fliark  would  quickly  bite  the 
cord  in  two,  and  thus  fet  hinifclf  free.  It 
is  no  unpleafant  amufementto  obferve  this 
voracious  animal  coming  up  to  furvey  the 
bait,  particularly  when  not  prefled  by  hun¬ 
ger.  He  approaches  it,  examines  it, 
Iwims  round  it,  feems  for  a  while  to  ne¬ 
glect  it,  perhaps  apprehenfive  of  the  cord 
and  the  chain :  he  quits  it  for  a  little'; 
hut,  his  appetite  prcfling,  hercturnsagain  ; 
appears  prep.iring  to  devour  it,  but  quits 
it  once  more.  When  the  failors-  have 
fufficieiitly  diverted  thcmlelves  with  his 
diircrciu  evolutions,  they  then  make  a  pre¬ 
tence,  by  drawing  the  rope,  as  if  intend¬ 
ing  to  take  the  bait  away;  it  is, then  that 
the  glniton's  hunger  excites  him ;  he  darts 
at  the  bait,  and  fwallows  it,  hook  and

If  every  regular  Cullom-  hoiiie  is  deem¬ 
ed  a  place  of  rendezvous  for  Ihips  on 
llic  Greenland  Fifhing  ;  and  if  they  have 
power  to  give  a  clearance  for  fuch  fhip*^, 
why  lliould  they  not  be  fi)  for  bulVcs 
on  the  Herring  Fifliing  ?  Is  there  any 
n-.yftery,  much  lefs  difliciilty  in  meafiiring 
a  bufs  fitted  out  on  the  houiny,  or  in 
afeertaining  the  length,  breadth,  and 
numlxT  of  their  nets:  If  tiie  collector, 
comptroller,  or  furveyor  at  the  ports  I'f 
Caa'.phclton  and  Oban  are  able  to  do 
tliis,  and  check  the  bufTes,  prevent 
fraud,  and  give  a  proper  clearance,  I 
humbly  conceive  the  collector,  comp¬ 
troller,  and  furveyor  at  Greenock,  Stor¬ 
noway,  or  any  other  Cuftom  houfe, 
without  being  pofTeffed  of  fupcrnatural, 
or  even  fuptrlative  abilities,  arc  able  to

It  is  true,  a  bounty  of  fifty  (hillings  was 
once  given,  but  it  w  is  at  a  time  wheti  the 
Viftiing  trade  was  in  its  infancy  ;  as  it 
advanced,  tlie  bounty  was  lowcreil  to 
Ih.irty  Ihillings  in  the  fame  manner  and 
f.ti*  litnil.ir  canfes  that  the  bounty  on  the 
^bernland  bibriy  Now, 

bowever,  tliat  the  White  lie: ring  l'?:hery 
ii  pad  boyhood^  ;iiid  is  in  a  Hrogrelhve 
ft  ite  of  w<7/vr/>}-,  it  js  the  iuight  of  pre- 
funiption  and  infjicnct  t(>  f*  licit  or  cx- 
pe(5l  an  augmentation,  cfivrcially  as  Cio- 
ver-'mient  has  enough  to*  do  to  pro- 
vitlc  for  the  cxigmcics  rf  the  prtfent 
war.  The  confequences  of  fuch  a  de¬ 
mand  may  be,  that  the  Pailiamcnt,  in¬ 
duced  to  belifvf  fhat  this  trade  W’iil 
fccvcr  be  able  to  fuppoit  itfelf,  will  af¬ 


ford  no  more  afn^Iance,  and  punlfh  our 
avarice  by  letting  it  fall  to  the  ground.-— 
Thus  will  our  deluded  countrymen,  by 
this  impolitical  conduct,  be  in  danger  of 
lobng  a  branch  of  commerce  as  valuable 
to  us  as  the  mines  of  Mexico  and  Peru 
are  to  the  Spaniards  ;  axd  \vc  (hall  have 
the  mortilication  to  fee  ourfclves  in  the 
lame  fituation  as  the  dog  in  the  fable, 
whografping  at  too  much,  was  deferved-* 
ly  deprived  of  that  vvhich  he  had.

Nay,  I  am  clear  of  opinion,  that 
w'c  have  a  merch.mt  in  this  town  of 
Dunbar,  who,  with  Mr  David  Loch, 
know  more  of  the  Filhing  trade,  the 
Commerce  and  Manufailures  of  Scot¬ 
land,  than  all  the  Committee  at  Green¬ 
ock  appointed  by  the  Filhers  on  the 
weft  coaft  Oi  thivS  country.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  my  fentiment,  that  Mr  Loch  ouy;ht 
to  have  bci.n  chofen  to  attend  Parlia- 
OAcnt ;  ami  that  his  not  being  fo,  is  an 
afiVont  nft'ered  to  his  underftandmg  and 
patriot! fin,  and  a  mark  of  difrtfpei^t  and 
ingratitude  which  he  has  not  merited.

This, 
however,  mud  not  depreciate  in  our 
c)Cb  l.is  wonderful  merit,  of  which  his 
works  Convey  fo  high  an  idea;  for  we 
ihcTc  fee  him  can  y  at  once  to  the  fum- 
ir.it  of  perfection  the  art  of  Epic  Poetry, 
of  which  he  is  accounted  the  inventor. 

“  The  two  principal  poems  of  Homer 
are  the  IliuJ  and  the  OJyJJty.  The  fuh- 
jeift  of  the  liiad  is  the  wrath  of  Achilles, 
which  proved  fo  fatal  to  the  Greeks  wheir 
befieging  Troy ;  that  of  the  Odylfey  is 
the  voyages  and  adventures  of  Ulyflti 
atter  the  lacking  of  that  city. 

“  d'he  war againft  Troy,  wdiichfurni.dics 
the  fubjeCf  of  thefc  immoital  poems,  has 
bet  u  called  in  tpieftion  by  foine  authors, 
who  fancy  it  to  be  altogether  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  Homer's  invention.  Ibif  tb.eir 
labours  to  convince  the  world  of  the 
truth  of  this  <»pinion  have  been  extreme¬ 
ly  vain.  For,  without  mentioning  the 
other  ancient  authors  who  record  that 
event,  it  is  incredible  that  Homer  wonhl 
have  employed  his  heaven-born  mnfe  oil 
a  fnhjeCd  not  heard  of  before.  80  accu¬ 
rate  a  judge  of  human  nature  muft  have 
felt,  that  a  fuhjeCt  purely  fictitious,  how¬ 
ever  liai  monioiilly  fang,  could  have 
drawn  bum  his  iiearcrs  but  a  m.oinenta- 
ry  attention.  Had  not  the  fubjcCl  of  hia 
pot  in  been  deeply  intereftiug,  much  of 
its  merit  muft  have  been  overlooked,  and 
umeli  of  that  great  Time  at  which  he 
afpirid  muft  of  cuurle  have  been  loft. 

“  We  may  therefore  very  reafonably 
conciude,  that  the  event  of  the  war  a- 
gaiuft  Troy  was  not  only  notorious,  but 
was  in  IIoxci’s  time  regarded  as  the 
molt  ligind  and  important  tr.iufaction  in 
which  his  countrymen  had  been  till  then 
engaged.  We  muft,  however,  remem¬ 
ber,  that  t!.c  poet  lived  about  three  cen¬ 
turies  later  than  the  hiftorical  event 
which  he  celrbiates.  Hence  it  is  more 
than  prob.^ble,  that  he  would  avail  him- 
le!t  ot  this  latitude  to  render  the  cireum- 
It  inces  moie  fubferviciit  to  his  fancy  ; 
and  that  hr  would  even  take  liberties 
with  fume  l^f  the  principal  faCb>,  ah  well 
to  Haller  llu-fe  for  whole  in  meiii.ite  piea- 
fiiic  he  com  poled  his  poem,  as  to  give 
lullir  fcope  U»  his  poetical  eiilluifiarm. 

“  Ciceroiays,  th.it  the  W'orks  of  Ho- 
nrrr -ic  lathei  painting  than  poetry;  fo 
iklllful  is  he  to  dLlmcalc,  it  wrrr,  be¬ 
fore  the  eyes  of  the  reader,  the  circum- 
llances  he  defircs  to  deferibe,  which  arc 
generally  the  moll  fubliuic  and  ftriking 
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to  he  found  in  n.iturc.  Horace  prefers 
him,  oil  account  of  the  knowledge  and 
iiiftiiK^ion  wiih  which  he  abounds,  to 
the  moll  tkilfiil  philofophers.  Qiiiiililian 
lias  given  a  veiy  high  eloginm  of  thin 
poet,  and  lias  conveyed,  in  few  words, 
a  juft  idea  of  the  fnrpriling  variety  of 
ftyie  wliicli  he  employs.  “  When  <!c- 
‘  fciihing  lofty  and  important  circum- 
‘  ftaiices,  his  exprcfiion  is  inimitahly  fa- 

*  blime. — In  minute,  it  is  remarkably 
‘juft  and  proper. — In  copioufnefs  and 
‘  perfpicuity,  in  the  ferions  and  the  ten- 
‘  dcr  tone,  we  are  at  a  lofs  which  to  ad- 
‘  mire  nipft,  his  iudgment  tir  his  elo- 
‘  (pience.*^  Homer  is  peculiarly  happy  in 
the  harmony  of  his  numbers,  and  the  ju¬ 
dicious  arrangement  of  his  words  .and 
periods.  In  the  article  of  defci iption  he 
is  rather  a  painter  than  a  poet,  and  in 
that  particular  excels  .all  the  poets  that 
ever  wrote,  hi  dcfciibing  tlie  march  of 
an  armiy, — the  niajcfty  of  Jove, — ihc  gods 
tighling,— the  parting  of  Hedtor  and  An¬ 
dromache,  he  lays  before  our  eyes  I'o 
many  beautiful  and  lively  pieces  of  paint¬ 
ing.— 'Nothing  can  be  moie  ingenious 
than  his  machinery,  nor  more  properly 
introduced.  In  vain  have  fomc  modern 
writers  attemjited  tocrilicife,  and  to  find 
fault  with  his  wurics  ;  like  the  ftiatles  in 
a  piedure,  their  remarks  have  only  ferved 
to  make  his  beautiv.8  rnoie  coulpicuuns. 
lUit  it  mult  be  acknowledged,  that  ilie 
many  fuperlicial  .ind  pelulant  crilielfins 
atlvanccd  by  the  cemurers  of  this  divine 
baui,  are  perinps  more  than  counter- 
l;aiaiic»  d  by  llie  extravagant  and  abfuril 
eommeiul.oi'ins  Uvilhcd  upon  liiin  by 
lonir  (')*  hi  ;  injudiciou';  admirers

Great 
cities  conlciidetl  for  the  honour  of  the 
poetks  birth  ;  The  venerable  Lycurgiis 
colletfted  ami  tranfciibed  the  Iliad  .and 
OdyftVy  with  his  ow’ii  hand,  and  intro¬ 
duced  tliem  from  Ionia  into  Greece  : 
Jiolon  ordained  tliem  to  he  folemnly  re¬ 
cited  in  tlie  Athenian  republic  :  Alexan¬ 
der  the  Great  was  fo  paHionatciy  fond  of 
their  perufil,  that  he  placed  them  every 
night  under  his  pillow  :  and  tiic  inoft  in¬ 
genious  <if  the  ancient  critics  deduced 
irom  thefe  puems  the  jufteft  rules  of  cri¬ 
tic!  f:n. — To  crown  his  praife,  the  beft 
epic  poets  in  fueceeding  times  have  look¬ 
ed  lip  to  Homer  as  the  aioft  pcrfr<it  mo¬ 
del  for  their  imitation.  'Diey  have  not 
only  copied  him  cxai^tly  in  the  .arrange¬ 
ment  and  condmft  of  their  fnbjecft,  but 
many  palfages  in  their  poems  are  little 
clfe  tliaii  fiaiaphrafc'*  from  iiis  admirable 
works,  but  the  (tile  ol  Homer  can  he 
truly  admiied  in  the  original  alone, 
where  lie  will  be  found  to  have  employed 
to  the  ntrnoft  advantage  the  inimitable 
perfections  of  the  fincll  language  ever 
fp'iken  by  men. 

“  Homer  is,  befides.  highly  vabiahle  on 
.account  of  the  km.wb  ilge  he  aftbids  u8 
of  the  manner*',  iaevifiecs,  feafts,  ficpes, 
and  battles  of  the  ni<'n  of  ttu  fe  ancient 
times.  The  pureft  maxims  of  morality 
are  evcrv-w  heic  inculcattd  by  him  Un** 
d-r  the  emblem  of  Jupi'er,  he  defe.-ibei 
an  only  and  Aiin>).hty  Heitv,  w’hofe  de^ 
cree«  are  fate  ;  who  i-^  the  fource  of  all 
poodncls  and  liaiipiiufi  ;  And  w'lu.fe  pro¬ 
vidence  din  tts  the  inoft  iidnute  eventi 
that  occur  throughout  ihc  ui.IvcAc.'* 

As  Phriclf.s,  the  eelebtatrd  Athenian 
denMgopue,  appears  t«>  1  •*  a  pariicul.ir 
favourite  with  the  Auihvir,  ,  r.d  hls  cha¬ 
racter  to  be  the  moft  ekiborate  in  the 
whole  work,  wc  irfcit  the  concluding 
part  of  it.

WE  fhall  now  take  leave  of  this  witty 
pci  forrr.ance,  and  give  oiir  lall  ex¬ 
tract  from  it.  The  llile  and  manner  of 
the  two  following  fpeakeis  are  as  ftrongly 
marked  as  any  in  this  mimetic  piece. — 
Mr  Fox  liarangues  in  his  iifnal  forcible 
and  fevere  manner ;  and  the  Minifter  is 
very  much  obliged  to  the  editor  for  as 
ample  a  reply  to,  and  defence  of  his  con¬ 
duct  againft,  the  accu'atiuns  of  oppofi- 
tioii,  as  we  ever  remember  .his  Lordlhip 
to  have  made  in  the  Houfe. 

Mr  fox  now  rofc  ;  and,  with  that 
extent  of  information,  refined  per- 
fpicuity,  and  vehemence  of  eloquence, 
by  which  he  fo  invariably  commands  the 
attention  and  admiration  of  the  houfe, 
entered  at  large  into  the  fubje»it  of  de¬ 
bate. 

To  do  juftice  to  the  force  of  his  re.a- 
foning,  or  elegance  of  his  (tile,  is  totally 
beyond  the  utmoft  efforts  of  the  eilitor. 
All  that  lie  can  attempt  is,  to  give  an  im¬ 
perfect  fketch  of  an  inimitable  original. — 
He  began  v\ith  lamenting  the  accompliOi- 
ment  of  that  ruin  which,  from  time  to  time, 
he  had  too  juftly  predi(fted.  Heconfclfed, 
that  little  merit  ct>uld  be  aferibed  to  thole 
prophecies  ;  which,  however  chimerical 
and  vifionary  miniftcrs  had  atieilcd  to 
confider  thtm,  were,  in  fa<5t,  no  more 
than  plain  de<lii(5tionr>  td*  what  mnft  re- 
ceflarily  enfue  from  their  own  meafurcp. 
11c  procecj'ed  to  recapitulate  the  condiK^t 
of  adniinihration  hnee  the  prorogation  of 
parliament  ;  particularly  obferving  on 
the  impolitic  removal  of  the  troops  from 
Philadelphia,  at  the  moment  when,  if 
ever,  their  continuance  there  might  have 
etfeCted  fomc  good  purpofe.  The  con¬ 
cealment  of  that  intended  evacuation, 
even  from  the  Commiflioners  theinfelves, 
was  a  part  (he  faid)  of  that  fyftem  of  du¬ 
plicity  and  dece[)tion  which  pervaded 
the  whole  of  rr.iniflerial  coiulmSt.  Pofii- 
bly,  indeed,  minifters  were  aware,  that 
gentlemen  of  l.igh  character  and  tfteem 
w'oidd  not  have  become  the  executive 
t«oli  of  a  plan  fo  wretchedly  converted. 


The  Commiffioncrs,  therefore,  were  not 
fiiftcredto  participate  incounfcls,  which, 
if  they  had  know'o,  they  muft  have  dc- 
fpifed.  Nor  was  folly  more  confpiciious 
IM  the  origin,  than  in  the  profecution  of 
this  paltry,  difingcnumis  plan.  Sir  Hen¬ 
ry  Clinton,  to  whofe  courage  and  con¬ 
duct  every  praifr  is  due,  was  orilcrcd  to 
return  to  New’  York.  Encumbered  with 
bsgga;:e,  and  purf  ied  by  an  army  fuperior 
in  nninbirs,  he  made  liis  w’ay  thro*  the 
almoft  impervious  forells  of  that  country; 
and,  by  almoft  a  miraculous  effort,  not 
.only  fecured  his  retreat,  hut  in  the  Jer- 
feys  h.ad  the  good  fortuije  to  refilc  the 
enemy  with  fome  fiiccefs — a  fuccelV, 
however,  which,  w’ithout  difparaging  the 
Britilh  troops,  piuil,  in  great  part,  be  at¬ 
tributed  to  Gen.  Lee;  who,  in  confe- 
quence  of  his  mircondmJt  in  that  affair, 
was  immediately  put  in  arreff,  and  after¬ 
wards  fnfpcndcd  for  the  fpace  of  a  year.
